The report of Commission of Ex- 


perts sent to investigate the impor- 
tation of Hawaiian sugar into the 
United States, Seoretary Folger says, 
is an important one, not only to i» 
Sacra and Eastern iinportois, but to 
the public generally, us it will in a 
very great measure deteimine the 
oontinnanoe of the reoipiocity treaty 
which Seoretary Sherman hai repeat 
•dly declared ought never to have 
been made. 


The Commission in investigating 


the charges of fraud in the sugar traf- 
fic, made by Congressman Belmont, 
have found that the^a is nothing 
remarkable in the increased quantity 
of sugar produced by Hawaiian plan- 
tations since the reciprocity treaty, 
and that the amount exported to San 
Franoiaoo was unquestionably all 
grown there, and there is no evidence 
of a false valuation nor deception as 
to the saccharic* grade of sugar. 
The Commission agree that as a com 
mercial] matter purely, this country 
ia at a disadvantage., The value of 
sugar imported up to this time, un- 
der the treaty, has been about £30,- 
000,000, while the value of exports 
of the products of this country to 
Hawaii have amounted to only about 
$17.000,000. Tho balance of trade is 
thus against the United States, and 
as the reciprocity arrangement treaty 
is a failure upon this point, the Com- 
mission gives the treaty a black eve. 
The political phases of the question 
are not discussed.

t contains in each issue the names 
f all Government employes, with 
he date of their employment, the 
State of their birth, the State from 
vhioh each woa appointed, the salary 
each one gets, the name of the posi- 
lon he holds, and the location where 
he is employed. 
The "Blue Book" 


jrows larger every year or lather 
every two years, for it is published 
at that period. 
That of four years 
ago contained about 1,000 pages in 
wo volumes, that of two years ago 
bad at least 1,200 and the one for 
L383 will contain, it is expected, 
1,600 pagei. 


The book is a curious study. There 


is, as baa been thousands of times 
sold, a constant rush for Government 
position. 
People will go to almost 


sny length for Government position 
They corns to Washington, and spend) 
weeks and months, and even years 
here. 
They haunt public men and 


public places. 
They are willing to 


undergo any humiliation or suffer 
uny agony of expense and suspense 
to get a place, f ailing .jn this, they 
are willing to pay money for a place. 
Often advertisements appears in the 
daily papers offering «100. $200, 
$100 and even 8500 to anyone who 
will procure them a Government ap- 
pointment. 
Others offer a considerable sum of 


money in hand and a large percent 
age of their salary so long as they 
hold tbe place. 
From this one 


would suppose that Government po 
sitions were perfect bonanzas, so to 
speak, and that salaries attached to 
them were princely in their propor 
tions. 
A gentleman holding an im 


portant position in the Treasury was 
not long since asking of our corra 
spondent what a newspaper corre 
spondent might make in Washington 
and being informed in general terms 
responded, with an air of surprise 
" Why, that's better than a Govern 
ment po3ition,Jisn't it?" 
That is the 


key to the general view of a "Gov 
ernment position," as ascertained bj 
three-fourths of tbe people in Wash 
ington, and) by a large proportion o 
tbe people outside of the city and thi 
Government service. 


In view of this general belief thu 


the Government emplojeis a prince 
the "Blue Book" is extemely interest 
ing. 
The President, aa everybody 


knows, gets 850,000 tt year, 
Some 


people say that the Presidents don' 
save anything out of their salaries 
That is probably not true. 
There is 


no reason why they should not 
They have not only their house ren 
furnished free, but the expenses o: 
the White House are paid out of the 
public nurse. 
An appropriation for 


this especial purpose is made at every 
session of Congress. 
The Preaiden 


certainly ought to save money out o; 
his salary, and probably does. Pos 
sibly a few of the foreign represents 
lives of this Government save some- 
thing out of their salaries, bu 
probably not. Their expenses abroad 
are very heavy, and much is expected 
of them, both socially and personally 


The Ministers of London, Paris 


Berlin, and St. Petersbnrg get $17, 
500 each; those at Vienna, Peking, 
Bio de Janeiro, Yeddo. Borne, Mexico 
and Madrid get 912,000 a year each 
those at Guatemala, Santiago and 
Lima, 810.000 each; thoie to Vene 
zuola, Turkey, Sweden and Norway, 
the Netherlands, Hayti, the United 
State* of Columbia, Belgium and the 
Argentine Republic, 97,500 each; the 
Consuls General to Bio de Janeiro 
Paris, London and Havana, SG.GOt 
each; the Cabinet officers get,JJ8.00C 
a year each, and don't save a cent of 
it. 
They are really the most poorly 


paid men, considering what is ex 
peoted of them, in the Government 
service. They are expected to enter 
tain early and often and on a grand 
scale, and, instead of having every- 
thing famished them as it is for the 
President, they must fnrniih it all 
themselves.

day and two to-morrow, so as to get 
their hand in for the match on Mon- 
day.

posed of Messrs. Kuhnle, Klein, 
Kuhls, Kellogg, Gumming*, Kelly, 
Perkins, Burns, Barrero, Williams, 
Fredericks, Sime and Warren.

•hooting team will be the ten men 
selected from the list who do the 
best at the practicing ground. 
Ma- 


jor A. F. Klone, inspector of rifle 
practice of the Second brigade, is 
captain of the team, aud Sergeant 
Charles Nash, of the police, will be 
the coach during the preliminary 
practice and the match. 
The Cali- 


fornians expect to return on Thurs- 
day or Friday next. 


The match is confined to members 


of the National Guard of the Pacific 
coast States aud Territories, but has 
only been between California and 
Nevada so far. 
Any military gun 


can be used, and ten shots at the 
200 and the 500-yard targets are al- 
lowed each marksman. This admits 
of a possible 100 points for each man, 
or 1,000 for the team, and it is con- 
fidently expected that the winners 
will beat the best score ever made. 


The trophy, which it is the aim of 


both teams to win, is a bronze mail- 
clad knight of the middle ages on 
horseback, aud in itself is an elegant 
work of art. 
It was put up by the 


California Rifle Association in 1881, 
under the title of the "Pacific Slope 
Trophy." The conditions by which 
it may be finally kept are, that it 
must be won three times by teams of 
one State or territory. 
In 1881 it 


was won by the California team, Ne- 
vada only contesting, by a score of 
845 against 
800 for the W ft shoe 


marksmen. 
In 
1882 the Nevada 


team captured the prize, making 866 
points out of a possible 1,000, the 
Californians scoring only 817. 
The 


score of the Nevadans was a "world- 
beater" it being the highest ever 
made in a match with military rifles. 
By the original terms the trophy is 
to be held by the adjutant general of 
the State or Territory winning it un- 
til finally won. Consequently it has 
been in the State of Nevada for the 
past year. 
The \uatoh this season 


excites more interest among riflemen 
tlian either of those preceding, be- 
cause better shooting is expected 
tuan ever before. The range at Car* 
son is an excellent one, is in the best 
of order, and should Monday be a 
favorable day these expectations will 
probably be realized, as the Califor- 
nians can beat the last winning 
figures of the Nevada militiamen, 
who, 
on their part, have shown they 


can shoot better than they did last 
year.
